Vegetable Crops Includ 
ed in Co-Operative 
Marketing Plan

WITNESS AT INQUEST 


Furtherance of farm produce 
marketing associations and gov¬ 
ernmental agencies as affecting 
agriculture were chief concerns of 
21 directors of the Farm Bureau 
who sat in monthly meeting yes¬ 
terday. 

The vegetable department head¬ 
ed by Clarence Brown seeks pro¬ 
rates or cooperatives in three 
classifications. A cooperative 
marketing association for vegeta¬ 
bles is in the embryo form with 
inter-county meetings already be¬ 
ing held. The vegetable crop is 
the only major one not on a stable 
basis, according to R. D. Flaherty, 
executive secretary to the bureau. 

A cabbage prorate is also ad¬ 
vocated. The department believes 
the fluctuation in price from $7 a 
ton at the beginning of this season 
to above $90 at the high, dem¬ 
onstrates the need. Extension of 
the Southern California tomato 
prorate to all California was 
urged. 

The directors endorsed the three 
plans of the department. 

Want Interest Reduced 

The Rural Credits committee 
was urged to continue cooperation 
with the Extension Service in at¬ 
tempting to have Federal Farm 
Land Bank loan Interest rates re¬ 
duced from 4 1 i per cent to 3>,i per 
cent. A bill providing this reduc¬ 
tion has passed the Senate but 
not the House of Representatives.

Such a committee 


WASHINGTON, Friday, May 3. 

Two important factors re¬ 
garding the $4,000,000,000 work- 
relief program are being definitely 
soft-pedaled by the Administra¬ 
tion. 

One, is the realization that the 
United States is in for a more or 
less permanent work-relief pro¬ 
gram if unemployment is to be 
wiped out. 

Two, is the fact that a large 
part of the work-relief plan is 
nothing more than a thinly dis¬ 
guised revival of CWA. 

The first of these represents a 
distinct departure from the 1933 
public works expenditure of $3,- 
300,000,000, the chief aim of which 
was to "prime the pump” until in¬ 
dustry could get going. 

Now it is pretty generally be¬ 
lieved that industry is not going 
to get going in sufficient degree 
to absorb the great army of work¬ 
less — even in the more distant 
future. Administration master¬ 
minds are not saying much about 
this, but recent surveys show that 
labor saving developments have 
been such that even with a return 
of the 1928 boom, there would be 
around five to six million idle. 

With a permanent relief pro¬ 
gram ahead, it was figured that 
the least demoralizing type of re¬ 
lief was work-relief. 

Hence the revival of CWA.

CP*—Challenging the constitution¬ 
ality of the National Recovery 
act, Frederick H. Wood, New York 
attorney, today told the supreme 
court that federal attempts to con¬ 
trol business were “destructive of 
our dual form of government and

are prepared for San Juan creek. 
Carbon canyon, Brea canyon, Tra- 
buco canyon and Aliso canyon; a 
reservoir to control runoff is in¬ 
cluded for the area north of Ful¬ 
lerton, and provision is made fop 
increasing the capacity of the San¬ 
tiago creek reservoir. Channel 
protection and spreading works on 
the Santa Ana river below the 
proposed dam are part of the big 
program. 

The earth fill dam proposed fop 
the Prado site on the Santa Ana 
river is planned to be 92 feet In 
height and to have a storage ca¬ 
pacity of 180,000 acre feet of wa¬ 
ter. It is designed to conserve 
97 per cent of the peak flow ot 
the river in flood times. 

Features Combined 

The conservation and flood con¬ 
trol features are thus combined 
in the suggested structure. As 
water piled up behind the dam, it 
would be released gradually, if 
necessary, so that there would be 
no danger of damage below the 
dam. At the same time, room for 
additional water from above 
would be created in the reser¬ 
voir. 

Over a period of years it is es¬ 
timated that the Prado works 
would conserve 20,000 acre feet 
of water annually. The water in 
the storage basin would be re¬ 
leased into the channel below in 
a controlled manner.

JHE Capitol Hill stage is now set 
for new NRA legislation. 

The strong early session senti¬ 
ment to kill the Blue Eagle agency 
has largely flattened out. Power¬ 
ful pressure from business inter¬ 
ests and strenuous undercover 
White House proselyting have 
caused most of the legislators who 
once talked death, now to talk 
leniency. 

But the new Act will not follow 
the line of the administration- 
backed Richberg bill, which in ef¬ 
fect, would have continued the 
NRA unchanged. 

The NRA is in for extensive 
overhauling. If the Senate Fi¬ 
nance Committee, which has been 
working on the new bill, does not 
go far enough, the chances are 
that the job will be completed on 
the Senate floor.

In effect Mr. De Lapp is capa¬ 
ble of reaching up above a "ceil¬ 
ing" of cold air and bringing down 
warmer currents to prevent his 
orange grove from freezing on 
cold nights. For the past eight | 
years he has experimented with a 
system of wind deflectors which 
he says protect his 16-acre grove 
almost 10 per-cent, against the rav¬ 
ages of frost or desert winds. 

Concrete Bases 

Mr. De Lapp's wind deflectors i 
are constructed on concrete bases | 
and arc approximately 30 feet) 
high. They are equipped with 
“louvers” much after the fashion | 
of Venetian blinds and can be plac¬ 
ed at any angle to suit the opera¬ 
tor. These large surfaces, when j 
placed at a 90 degre angle to the 
j ground, halt the forward progress 
! of the hot desert winds which burn 
trees and destroy fruit and force 
them to hurdle the grove. They, 
are placed at the last end of the 
orchard and, according to the in- , 
ventor, are capable of protecting 
over one-half mile of grove. 

When used as protection against 
frost, position of the louvers is re¬ 
versed and create enough breeze 
from the warmer atmosphere 
j above the grove to keep trees and 
fruit from being destroyed, ac¬ 
cording to De Lapp. Government 
j tests on his property have shown 
I that the temperature on the ex¬ 
perimental plot ran be raised as 
high as four degrees above that 
of surrounding orchards. 

Lightning Rods 

In addition to his wind deflec- 
! tors De Lapp has installed minia¬ 
ture lightning rods in his grove. 
These rods remove static electric¬ 
ity created by the desert winds 
and prevent the trees, blossoms 
and fruit from burning, De Lapp 
I claims. 

Effects of a frost in March on 
, surrounding groves are pointed out 
by the inventor, with affected 
; trees having much dropped fruit, 
a very small amount of blossoms 
\ and many burned spots on the 
J trees. A distinct change in the 
trees can be noticed when they 
come under control of the deflec¬ 
tors. wdth the fruit unfrozen, an 
abundance of blossoms for next 
year's crop and no burned spots. 

Apparatus Different 

Mr. De Lapp’s appartus is dif¬ 
ferent from any other wind de¬ 
flector used in this vicinity. 'There 
are several types of machines used 
j for this purpose.

The Pettengill bill, See pointed 
out, does not provide for repeal 
of the fourth section of the act, 
but merely modifies the act so as 
to enable the railroads to retain, 
upon a basis of fairly regulated 
competition, some of the non-per¬ 
ishable transcontinental freight 
now almost entirely lost to them 
because of the low rates offered 
by the virtually unregulated Inter¬ 
coastal steamship carriers. 

Diversion of this traffic from 
the rails not only would place the 
burden of maintaining the rail¬ 
roads through higher rates upon 
shippers whose commodities must 
move by rail, but such diversion is 
now responsible for the unemploy¬ 
ment of thousands of railroad 
workers throughout the western 
states.

Improvements Would 
Expedite Troop 
Movements 


PARIS, May 3. UP)— It was au¬ 
thoritatively learned today that 
the French will assist Russia in 
renovating her western frontier 
railways and road systems as a 
result of the accord for mutual 
assistance between the Paris and 
Moscow governments. 

The first outcome of the sign¬ 
ing of the treaty is expected to be 
a consultation between the gen¬ 
eral army staffs of the two na¬ 
tions in order to determine Rus¬ 
sia's ability rapidly to transport 
troops in case of need. 

As soon as this is established, 
it was authoritatively learned, 
plans will be dra- rn to aid Rus¬ 
sia through the use of French 
engineers and the sale to Russia 
of French materials such as ma¬ 
chinery and other manufactured 
products necessary for railroad 
reorganization. 

The estimted cost of railroad 
reorganization in Soviet Russia is 
about 3,500,000,000 francs, the 
greater part of which will be fur¬ 
nished by French companies. 

It was understood this sum 
would be financed by the impor¬ 
tation of Russian oils and metals. 
The groundwork for such transac¬ 
tions already has been laid in the 
Franco-Russian commercial trea¬ 
ty in effect for the last two years. 

An official loan to Russia will 
not be made, French officials said, 
declaring that whatever aid is 
given will be handled through the 
commercial exchanges. 

The Franco-Russian agreement 
was sent to other nations of Eu¬ 
rope for study. 

Foreign Minister Pierre Laval, 
who signed the agreement yester¬ 
day, with Soviet Ambassador Vla¬ 
dimir Potemkin, expected to take 
advantage of his forthcoming 
Moscow trip next Thursday to 
stop off in Warsaw and attempt 
to quiet Poland's anxiety over the 
accord. 

Poland, wedged between Russia 
and Germany, apparently fears 
the pact's provision for military 
assistanc in the event the League 
of Nations is unable to determine 
how to deal with an aggressor 
may embroil her in international 
complications.

CLEVELAND. May 3. UP) — A 
federal court decision virtually as¬ 
sured today the consummation of 
the biggest steel merger in years 
—a $336,000,000 union of the 
Republic Steel corporation and 
the Corrigan - McKinney Steel 
company. 

The decision given by Federal 
Judge Frea M. Raymond of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., denied an injunc¬ 
tion asked by the department of 
justice, which contended the mer¬ 
ger would viola' the Clayton an¬ 
ti-trust act. It was not immedi¬ 
ately determined whether the de¬ 
partment would appeal. 

Judge Raymond in his decision 
said the injunction was denied be¬ 
cause the government failed to 
show that the merger would sub¬ 
stantially reduce competition in 
the steel industry. 

Attorneys for the companies 
had claimed it would increase 
rather than diminish competition, 
on the ground that the combined 
company wculd be stronger and ! 
better equipped to vie with other 
and larger companies. 

As the news of the court’s de¬ 
cision reached the Cleveland stock 
exchange, quotations on Corrigan- 
McKinney common stock jumped ■ 
to $14, an increase of $4 a share. 

Under the terms of the pro¬ 
posed merger, the Republic Steel 
corporation would acquire the 
Corrigan-McKinney Steel com¬ 
pany and its subsidiaries which
